sev eral days’ im m ersion in the w aters 
of Ecorse creek, lies in the county 
morgue, a pitiab le exhib it of hum an 
b rutality. 
The state has charitab ly 
draw n a shroud ov er the w asted hu­ 
man fragm ents, so that curious spec­ 
tators who en ter do not see that a por­ 
tion of the lower part of the trunk of 
the unfortunate girl is still m issing. 
W hile determ ined men are dragging 
Ecorse creek night and day in the 
hope of discov ering the rem aining por­ 
tion of the girl’s b ody, the sheriffs of 
W ayne and W ashtenaw counties and 
police of Ann Arb or and D etroit are 
uniting in a desperate endeav or to 
solv e the m ystery of Miss M illm an’s 
m urder. 
The girl’s m other is semi-conscious 
at her home in the univ ersity city, 
hav ing collapsed when the new s was 
b roken to her that the b ody found in 
Ecorse creek Monday had b een identi­ 
fied as that of her daughter. 
Miss 
M artha Henning of 289 Cass av enue, 
D etroit, a form er schoolm ate of the 
Millman girl, gav e the identification 
v erdict which could not b e disputed. 
The scene of the inv estigation of the 
m urder has shifted from D etroit to 
Ann Arb er. 
A fter prolonged q uestion­ 
ing of Miss Henning, who identified 
the head of the b ody as that of her 
dearest girl chum. Mayb eiie, the offi­ 
cers left hurriedly for the univ ersity 
town. 
Sheriff Gaston and his deputies 
refuse to giv e out definitely the clue 
they are w orking on, b ut m ost of the 
q uestions put to Miss H enning were 
concerning M ayb elle’s physical condi­ 
tion, as the m utilated b ody leads the 
authorities to b eliev e the cutting was 
done b y som eone well acq uainted with 
surgery. 
Upon this point Miss H en­ 
ning was unab le to throw any light. 
The county physician is now inclin­ 
ed to think that the girl, who was 
tw enty-sev en years old. was strangled 
to death b efore her arm s, legs and 
head were cut off, the condition of the 
tongue and eyes indicating strangula­ 
tion. 
The head and limb s w ere found 
sewed in the sam e kind of a b urlap 
b ag as the one containing the trunk. 
The sack was lying under the b ridge 
ab out ten yards up-stream from the 
place where the first b ag was found, 
ev idence alm ost indisputab le that the 
b ody was throw n from the b ridge.

Cole, Jr., v ice 
president, and George C. Cole, cashier. 
The latter is a b rother of the form er 
president, who at present liv es at 
W oodlawu, a sub urb of Birm ingham , 
Ala. The failure of the b ank follows 
closely on the heels of the appoint­ 
m ent of a receiv er for the Upland 
G lass 
m anufacturing 
company, 
of 
which the form er b ank president was 
one of the heav iest stockholders. 
The closing of the b ank is a hard 
b low to Upland. 
As it is the only in­ 
stitution of the kind here the funds 
of m any are tied up in it and the plac­ 
ing of $ 52,000 out of circulation, ev en 
though it b e tem porarily, is seriously 
affecting the b usiness interests.

amining Samples From All 


Over the State.

The analy sis of forty samp les of 
soft drinks containing saccharine and 
other adulterants has been comp leted 
in the laboratory of the State Board 
of Health, and cases will be broug ht 
ag ainst the p urv ey ors of the samp les 
for v iolation of the law. The samp les 
were g athered all ov er the State. 
While saccharine is the p rev ailing 
adulterant used by manufacturers of 
p op s and other soft- drinks, the anal­ 
y ses hav e 
shown the 
p resence of 
benzoate of soda and salicy lic acid. 
Two samp les of g ing er ale showed 
the p resence of both these drug s.

While it is by no means g enerally 
known, there is a law7 which p rohibits 
p ersons from receiv ing mail in as­ 
sumed names and also p rohibiting the 
sale of lock box es in p ostoffices to 
p ersons under assumed names, and 
that the law is being flag rantly v iola­ 
ted g oes without say iifg . So flag .anf, 
in fact, are the v iolations that J’ost- 
olliee Insp ector Fletcher has issued 
an order that it must he rig idly en­ 
forced. 
It is claimed that the law is more 
frequently v iolated by married w>- 
men than by any others, y et the v io­ 
lations are by no means wholly con­ 
fined to them. There are more or less 
v iolations at all p ostoffices in towns 
or e;ties of any considerable size and, 
Rushv ille is not ex cep ted 
by 
any 
manner of means, and the sweep ing 
order issued by the insp ector ap p lies 
with equal force to Rushv ille as it 
does to other p ostoffices of the SSoite, 
and it is quite p robable that hence­ 
forth p atrons will receiv e their mail 
in their own names or not at all.
